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AN IMPOKTANT SESSION. 


The Fifty-third congress, which the 


president announces \vill be convened 
m special session before the middle of 
next September, will have several ques- 
tions of the greatest importance to the 
country to deal with and promises to 
be one of the most important and ex- 
citing sessions ever held. The subjects 
upon which it will doubtless be called 
upor to legislate are sumrnared by the 
Denver AV ;(•,». 


" First and most important the silver 
issue, involving, of course, the wholo 
range of currency legislation 
"The tariff, to prevent a reform in 
which the manufacturers will have a 
large and powerful lobby in attend- 
ance. 
" The abolition of trusts, which or- 


ganizations will also support a large 
array of lobbyists. 
" The Chinese exclusion act, which is 
certain to provoke a long and bitter de- 
bate. 
"The anti-option bill for the preven- 
tion of gambling in grain and other 
food products. 
The Nicaragua canal subsidy scheme, 
by which it is hoped to obtain $100,000,- 
000 from the federal treasury. 
" The election laws, involving a repeal 


of the present act in regard to the ap- 
pointment of federal supervisors. 
"The Pacific railroad indebtedness, 
which must now become the subject of 
additional legislation." 


It is believed that party lines can- 


not be maintained on more than two of 
these issues, the tariff and election 
laws, and it is by no means certain, 
judging from tho speeches made at the 
convention recently held at Louisville, 
that the Bepublicaiis will vote in a unit 
against the modification of the McKin- 
ley bill or thf repeal of the federal 
election laws. Western interests de- 
mand a change in the tariff, and as the 
election laws are of little or any benefit 
to the ^Republicans under a Democratic 
admmi&tvtitiou, and 
such Bepubli- 


caiib as General Clarkson proclaim be- 
lore the chiefs of the party in conven- 
tion assembled that the negro is no 
longer a ha tor in politics, it is not 
likely that Bepublioau members will be 
unanimous in opposition to tho repeal 
of those laws. It is probable that in 
tho house ot representatives the Re- 
publicans will be lib nearly unanimous 
against tree coinage as on any question 
that will come before congress. Only 
nine of them voted tor free coinage 111 
tho last oongrosb and not more than 
that number can be counted upon to do 
so 111 the next sesoion 


Tho iiiiauciul question is the prm- 


pal one at the present time and it will 
bo the main question before congress. 
Tho tariff is ti matter of bchedules, 
Free trade is out of tho question and 
will not be discussed except for bun- 
combe. There must of necessity be a 
high tariff, as over half the revenue of 
tho government is. derived from the 
di ties on imports and there is no sur- 
p'us in the treasury. Speeches on pro- 
tection and reciprocity may attract at- 
tention for a while, but the subject in 
which the people will feel interested 
all the time is that \vh]<h attects the 
finances 
There is not gold enough for 


the ro'[uivemetitb of commerce or to 
pay tho interest 011 the indebtedness of 
the c'ouuliy, and silver must be re- 
mouetized or more paper, which can- 
not be redeemed, issued to afford relief, 
and between silver dollars or notes, re- 
deemable 111 such dollars, and 
flat 


money, not redeemable in anything, 
there ought not to be any hesitancy in 
making a choice.

lit'ptt/ilican, the Tribune, and tho World, 
though differing politically in name, 
are in full accord on the financial ques- 
tion, and each and all advocate the 
repeal of the Bullion Purchasing act 
and the complete demonetization of 
silver. 
The Washington correspon- 


dents of these papers predict tho repeal 
of the Sherman act and base the pre- 
diction on a combination of Republican 
and Democratic- congressmen against 
silver. They say that of the 218 Demo- 
cratic members in the House of Repre- 
sentatives only 128 tuvor free coinage 
and 90 are uncompromisingly opposed 
to it. 
There are T27 Republican mem- 


bers of the House, only eight of whom 
can be counted upon as favoring free 
coinage, while 119 are against it 
These 


129 Republicans with the 80 Democrats 
constitute a decisive majority of the 
House, and that majority will defea' 
any measure that is favorable to silver 


Assuming that this statement is cor 


rect, and unfortunately for the silver 
cause there is no good reason to doubi 
it, nine-tenths of the Republican mem- 
bers and nearly one-half the Demo 
cratic members of the House of Kepre

Last Saturday at Cortez Andy Archi- 


bald was shot in the leg by Morris 
^saac, and the wounded man ciime to 
•leno Sunday evening for medical 
reatment. 


The facts of the shooting, as learned 
rom the injured man, aro as follows: 
isauc Morris had been drinking heavily 
xll day, aud at times was very quarrel- 
some and brandished a revolver in a 
hreatening and dangerous manner. 
Andy Archibald, who was very friendly 
vith Isaac, took the gun away from 
lim, but the boisterous individual per- 
.naded him to return it, saying ho 
would go home and behave himself. 
Tho gun was handed to him, but as 
soon as he got it in his hand he made a 
move as if to shoot Archibald. The 


un was again taken from him, but by 


promising to put tho gun in his pocket 
and go home without creating further 
disturbance, Archibald was induced to 
give it to him H second time. He put 
;ho gun in his pocket, mounted his 
,iorso and started to ride away, and 
Archibald, thinking nothing further 
would happen, also turned about and 
walked off in the opposite direction, 
[saac had gone a distance of less than 
weuty feet when he wheeled around 
and shot Archibald as above stated, 
while the latter had his back toward 
aim. 


The wounded man claims that the 


shooting was unprovoked, and that he 
and the shooter were the best of friends, 
[saac called on Archibald before the 
latter left Cortez for lleno Sunday 
morning, and claimed no knowledge or 
recollection of the shooting, aud ap- 
neared greatly shocked and surprised 
when told by friends that he had shot 
Archibald. 


The wound inflicted is nor, of a ser- 


ious nature, but, of course, is painful. 
Dr. Bei-gstein was called aud dressed 
the wound. So far aa can be learned, 
Isaac has not been arrested. 


As might be expected, the shooting 


caused considerable excitement at

It is a curio among 
railroads, owing to the fact that it has 
no debt of any description, pays cash 
for everything, has no bonds or stock, 
asks no credit, pays no interest and de- 
mands cash for any service it gives. 
Tho property is managed by E. Gest. 
The policy of this gentleman is to hare 
a good road, thoroughly built and well 
equipped, and to keep everything at 
a high standa xl, with a view, after first 
cost, of being able to operate at a 
minimum of expense. The road uses 
tho steam shovel and gravel train con- 
stantly. They are digging out all cuts 
to a width of forty-four feet, widening 
the fills where needed and filling up 
every trostle work with earth. They 
have, so far, filled up three very large 
ones, two of which were GOO feet long 
and forty-four feet wide."

The banks loan and trust companies, 


doing business in the United States 
O'vo depositors $i,677,000,000; tho rail- 
roads in the United States have a 
bonded debt of $5,250,000,000; the na- 
tional, state, county, school, municipal 
and irrigation bonds amount to $3,000,- 
000,000; corporation bonds other than 
railroads $3,000,000,000; mortgaged in- 
debtedness on real estate estimated at 
$6,000,000,000; Interest bearing notes 
not secured by real estate $10,000,- 
000,000; floating debts of the people 
and corporations $15,000,000,000; mak- 
ing a grand total $46,927,000,000. 


These debts are all payable in legal 


tender, and at least $30,000,000,000 of 
this vast debt is drawing an average 
rate of interest of at least five per cent, 
or a yearly charge of $1,500,000,000.

lilllsticking Extraordinary lu Paris. 
Paris has on a coat of many colors. Its 


walls are covered with tho professions of 
faith, in all hues and tints, of candi- 
dates for the town council, the govern- 
ment alone having tho right to stick 
whito bills. EightO'jii hundred biilotick- 
ers havo been at \\orlc niy'.it and (Uy. 
They only take snatches of i ost in the 
ofiicos of billsticking contractors,where 
they throw themselves to sleep awhile 
on piles of placards. 


They start out in shifts of six or soven, 


and before they come back placard from 
Q50 to 300 bills, trying wherever they can 
to cover over tho bills of hostile candi- 
dates. Each member of each shift carna 
5 francs for every ~50 that he sticks 
He 


makes during the war of placards, which 
lusts threo weeks, about 25 francs a day 
and night. 
The paste pot with which he is sup- 


plied contains 44 pounds, enough to stick 
1,000 
bills, the weight of which is 0 


pounds. Ono of the gang carries a lad- 
der. 
There are COO candidates, for each 


of which about 13,000 bills are stuck. 
This uses up 0,000,000 of them and 180,- 
000 kilos of paste. Besides this placard- 
ing each candidate sends round to the 
electors in addressed envelopes a profes- 
sion of faith and voting tickets. Nine- 
teen hundred persons at 3 francs a day are 
engaged in writing the addresses.—Paris 
Letter.

end of germs in the ordinary water of 
Boston and the towns about. It is real- 
ly extraordinary how our people have 
kept up so long the practice of drinking 
water without filtering or boiling it, 
and still more extraordinary, no doubt, 
that we should cool our water by put- 
ting ice into it, when it can be cooled 
just as effectively by putting a large 
bottle of it corked into a refrigerator or 
otherwise into contact with ice. 


A good way out of the difficulty, if 


one things he does not like boiled water, 
is to drink no water at all. There are 
plenty of other things to drink. Prom 
all accounts, cholera can be taken only 
through the stomach, and there is noth-
